The oil companies have leased 
‘thousands of acres of land and 
it will be several years before 
this acreage is anywhere tested 
out by the drilling of holes. A1-" 
though the operations up to the 
present have resulted in the drill- 
ing of one dry hole, there are 
three producing wells to the 
credit of the operators and the 
product of the three wells is a- 
round 300 barrels per 24 hours. 
The Cumberland pipe line is only 
three miles distant from the 
scene of operations and a line is 
now being built from the oil field 
to the pipe line. At present, the 
product is being shined by train, 
a railroad line touching within a 
few rods of the several wells.

The reason these leguminous crops 
have such n marked effect on fertility 
In many cases on depleted soils lies in 
tho fact that nitrogen Is not a con- 
stituent of the sdll ifropcr, but only of 
the deenying plant and animal matter 
in the soil. When soils aro farmed for 
many yenrs without nny attention to 
their fertility this organic mutter is 
rotted out and the nitrogen disappears. 
Hence nitrogen is uearly always the 
first plnnt food constituent to become 
deficient In the soil. 

The fact has already been referred 
to that we export a large proportion 
of our cottonseed meal, oilmenl and 
other rich nitrogenous feeding stuffs. 
Theso materials are all exceedingly 
rich lu nltrogeu. They should be kept 
at home, fed to live stock and the 
mannro returned to the land. 

Dep.nd.nc. on Our Own Reiouroos. 

There Is this difference between our 
situation and that of the older coun- 
tries of Europe: Hitherto we have been 
exporters of our feedstuffg rich In fer- 
tilizer constituents, while they hare' 
_ L’hev haveJ 
Ing on the newly 
world for mnte^pls with which to feed 
their crops. The American farmer will 
be JBhklug a long step forward when 
be quits exporting those materials and 
returns them to tils own soil. What- 
ever shortages there may he must be 
made up by tho intelligent use of com- 
mercial fertilizers. There Is no danger 
of a nitrogen famine. We can grow 
leguminous crops tT> supply nitrogen. 
We can also, by judicious use of tbe 
refuse from grain nud other crops and 
by tbe uso of Intelligently plnnnedcrop 
rotations with occasional catch crops 
for green manure, keep up an abun- 
dant supply of humus. Even if we bad 
no other resources for maintaining the 
fertility of the soit than leguminous 
plants aud humus making crops we 
could on much of the land In this coun- 
try maintain si much higher standard 
of yields tlinu obtains at the present 
time. 

Examples of Successful Farming- 

In New York state there are large 
areas pf land which formerly produc- 
ed satisfactory crops, but which in re- 
cent years have been reduced In fertili- 
ty to tho point where their cultivation 
Is no longer profitable by Clio methods 
In vogue in that section. A few years 
ago a representative of the department 
of agriculture Induced a farmer In that 
section to grow four acres of potatoes 
uudor bis direction. This farmer bad 
boon growing potatoes for many years, 
using seed which' had been grown for 
sixty years la that locality without se- 
lection to mnlntaiu Its quality. His or- 
dinary yields of potatoes were about 
forty bushels per acre. He was induc- 
ed to secure new and Improved seal 
aud to cultiruto lu the most thorough
